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Environmental 
violations 


$50,000 
penalty

WILMINGTON- Surface Coat- 
ings, 100 Eames St, a division of 
Raffi and Swanson, has agreed to 
pay $50,000 in civil penalties for 
alleged environmental violations, 
the Attorney General's Office an- 
nounced on Monday. 

Surface Coatings allegedly had 
two violations of a consent decree 
entered between themselves and 
the Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection (DEP) in 1995. 

One violation, of the state Clean 
Air Act of 1996, occurred when 
Surface Coatings released 13.1 
tons of Toluene, 4.1 tons more 
than allowed by the DEP. 

Edward Bohlen, Asst. Attorney 
General of the Environmental 
Protection Division, said this vio- 
lation resulted from the late 
installation of emission control 
equipment. The equipment was 
scheduled to be installed in early 

1996, but was “pA ey put in 
place until Feb. 
Bebien said if ie aslo 
were in place, the violation may 
not have occurred. 

The company has since been 
listed as having one of the ten big- 
gest reductions of toxic chemical 
by-product emissions in the state, 
according to DEP figures 
(Worcester Telegram, 4/23/98). 

The other violation, of the Mas+ 
sachusetts Toxic Waste Manage 
ment Act of 1997, occurred when a: 
barrel of toxic waste was improp- 
erly labeled. Surface Coatin 
pa were inadequat 

, and a barrel of tom 
i was undated. 

Barrels of toxic waste must ibe 
labeled for disposal purposes: 
Surface Coatings now has a train- 
ing program in place. 

“Theirs is a difficult business, 
it’s difficult to make products 
without toxic wastes, it’s part of 
the process,” Bohlen said. “It's 
important they control their 
work.”

WASHINGTON - Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency 
(FEMA) Officials are urging the 
emergency management, fire-and 
emergency services communities 
and the public to get ready now for 

+) Y2K. 

“It is very important that coun- 
ties, municipalities, school districts 
and other organizations that have 
not yet begun to work on Y2K is- 
sues, start now, “FEMA Deputy 
Director Mike Walker said. “While 
some failures will be minor annoy- 
ances, some may have more seri- 
ous consequences.” 

The Y2K issue is worldwide and 
refers to electronic and computer 
system problems that may occur 
because of the inability of date sen- 
sitive devices to compute “2000” 
when systems move from 1999 to 
the Year 2000 (Y2K). Virtually all 
systems that rely on computers or 
electronic devices that refer to date 
and time may be affected by Y2K in 
one way or another. This includes 
power, dispatch and communica- 
tions systems, 911 systems, micro- 
computers, and much more. 

In a recent FEMA survey of 
state emergency management di- 

\ “rectors concerning Y2K issues at 
‘the state and local levels, the direc- 
‘ tors reported that although Y2K 
+ fixes are well underway in state 
\ Jevel emergency preparedness of- 
| fices, the emergency service sys- 
+) tems of many counties and munici- 
i palities remain untested. 

“Generally states and the larger 

‘local governments are aware of 
: and making some progress toward 
{resolving Y2K issues, however, 
jhany smaller local governments 
as well as somestate and territorial 
‘governments seem not to be aware 
of the problem,”* Walker said. 
“Clearly the most serious potential 
for problems is at the local level, 
and this is what we are concerned 


about.” 

InF and March, FEMA 
will conduct Y2K Consequence 
Management workshops around the 
country to identify critical issues, 
assess vulnerabilities, review con- 
tingency plans and consider poli- 
cies and decisions that need to be 
taken to deal with possible Y2K 
consequences. Participants will in- 
clude state Y2K emergency coordi- 
nators, emergency managers and 
state fire marshals as well as re- 
gional representatives of FEMA’s 
Federal Response Plan partners. 

Many states also that 
they have not developed contin- 
gency plans specifically for Y2K 
problems; instead they plan to ad- 
dress problems under existing emer- 
gency plans or they expect to have 
their systems Y2K compliant in 
time. Most states expressed some 
level of concern over the possibility 
of power failures, especially where 
power is provided by smaller utili- 
ties. Other areas of concern cited 
by the states include limited or lack 
of resources’ to access, test and 
validate systems and fixes for Y2K 
problems. 

“Every community, every orga- 
nization and every individual has 
an obligation to learn more about 
their vulnerabilities and take ac- 
tion to prevent potential problems 
before they occur.” Walker said. 
“Potential problems need to be iden- 
tified and addressed now.” 

As chair and coordinator of the 
Emergency Services Sector (EES), 
FEMA is one of 34 sector coordina- 
tors working with the President's 
Council on Y2K Conversion, headed 
by Presidential Advisor John A. 
Koskinen. The EES group is work- 
ing to make sure that all segments 
of the nation’s emergency manage- 
ment community operate normally 
through the cross-over period from 
1999 to the Year 2000 and beyond.

As it stands now, Michael Matt, 
who is a former consultant to the 
Redevelopment Authority, said 
that the authority had planned to 
construct a new driveway for Sul- 
livan on the town-owned land’ but 
drained after the lengthy legal 

. Matt and Redevelopment 
Authority Chairman Charles 
Gilbert estimated that the legal 
expenses incurred over the past 
three years are currently over 
$20,000. Both men said that while 
they have not seen the current 
statement of the authority’s 
account, they estimate that at 
most $12,000 remains. 

“It looked fairly simple, but once 
you get into the question of cross- 
ing over into conservation land it 
got be an expensive and long pro- 
cess,” said Matt. “We were 
slapped in the face with the reali- 
ty of this and it’s a lousy situa- 
tion.” 

In response to the authority’s

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Brothers butt heads on the wrestling mat 


Sibling rivalry still simmers for Donov

When Tewksbury High School 
varsity wrestling coach Al 
Donovan looked across the mat 
at the man leading the 
Shawsheen Tech Rams wres- 
tlers last Wednesday, he saw 
more than just a coaching rival 
of the past 14 years and more 
than just a former member of 
his TMHS squad. He saw his 
little brother. 

Al and Mark Donovan have 
put in 30 years between them as 
varsity wrestling head coaches 
at Tewksbury and Shawsheen, 
respectively, and led grapplers 
to a combined 20 state champi- 
onships. Last Wednesday they 
renewed their annual rivalry 
with Mark and Shawsheen com- 
ing away victors for the third 
year in a row. 

That the Rams have taken 
the last three they agree on, but 
before that at least one of the 
brother's memories becomes se- 
lective. Al claims Tewksbury 
won the last 10 matches or so 
before that while Mark says his 
brother is full of something and 
it’s not wins against his pro- 
gram.

After college, while pursuing 
acareer as a Tewksbury Police 
Officer that has seen him rise to 
the rank of lieutenant, he began 
coaching Redmen wrestling.

It is AAU basketball, and 
above all else it is inseparably 
tied to the game of high school 
basketball. 

For those unfamiliar with 
Amateur Athletic Union (AAU) 
basketball, it is an off-season 
regional and national organiza- 
tion opem.to male and female 
basketball players ages 10-19. For 
acost thatranges anvwhere from 
$200-$400, a price that covers 
things like uniforms, gym rent- 
als and trophies and awards, 
players try out and sign on with 
local teams’ and start playing 
basketball. A lot of it. 

Played in atournament struc- 
ture, full-time AAU players in 
the older levels can play up- 
wards of 80 games, and 
top-ranked teams at the regional 
level can go on to play nation- 
ally-ranked teams from around 
the country (airfare, meals and 
hotel expenses for such tourna- 
ments can cost in .the 
neighborhood of $1,000). 

AAU basketball players not 
only get the experience of large 
numbers of games played against 
some of the best athletes in the 
state and in,the country, but it’s 
also a chance to showcase their 


- everywhere he turned was an 
older brother.

But while AAU does give bas- 
ketball diehards and college 
hopefuls a chance to gain valu- 
able game experience and hone 
their skills outside the regular 
high school season, many of the 
local Middlesex League coaches 
think the league has done more 
harm than good. AAU players 
certainly bring more skills to the 
table thantraditional multi-sport 
athletes, they admit, but it also 
promotes bad habits, bad atti- 
tudes and in some cases, burned 
out players. 

But those who have coached 
AAU savs its players have one 
unmistakable trademark that 
sets them apart’from the rest: 
they’re the best players on the 
court. 

“If you look at all the best 
players inthe Middlesex League, 
all these players play AAU,” says 
Duane Sigsbury, an assistant 
coach on the Reading High boys 
basketball team and a four year 
head coach of the local AAU 
Wildcats team. “The top 20 in the 
league, every kid who'll make 


coaches in the state.” 

Which is why, in addition to 
the whole brother-against- 
brother thing, Mark takes pride 
in besting his old school. 

“When you beat a coach of 
that caliber, brother or no 
brother it’s a great accomplish- 
ment.” 

In addition to the - count ‘em 
-17 state championships that Al 
Donovan’s wrestlers have 
brought back to Tewksbury 
there are also a whopping 7 New 
Englandtitlesas part of Redmen 
lore. Producing champs out of 
novices is where Al derives a 
special satisfaction from coach- 
ing. 
“Seeing a kid start as a fresh- 
manand not know anything and 
seeing him work his way up and 
become a state or New England 
champion - 
warding thing,” he said. 

Thetwocoaches prepare their 
teams similarly. Both are stern 
disciplinarians. There’s no ques- 
tion who the boss is when kids at 
Tewksbury or Shawsheen walk 
into wrestling practice. Both 
coaches believe in getting most 
of the work out of a wrestler 
before he ever steps onto the 
mat for a match. But the simi- 
larities end when the matches 
do begin. 

What’s most noticeable about 
a Tewksbury-Shawsheen wres- 
tling match is not that the 
coaches are brothers, but rather 
that one - Mark - keeps up a 
constant dialog with his cou 
petitors that is both pointed and 
loud while Al remains compara- 
tively quiet. 

“I’m a big motivator,” Mark 
said. “I motivate the kids and

Most Middlesex League 
coaches grudgingly agree. 

“In this day of scholarships, 
kids who don't specialize hardly 
ever go on to get (them),” says 
Belmont head coach Paul Ly- 
ons. “Your skills don’t develop, 
that refined shooting ability, 
when you play from December 
to February.” 

Lyons’ team, it should be 
noted, is currently undefeated at 
5-0. Four of his five starters play 
full-time AAU ball. It’s no coin- 
cidence why his team is so good, 
he admits. 

But even with his team’s cur- 
rent success, however, Lyons 
thinks that AAU is far from per- 
fect. 

“T’ve never told my kids not to 
play other sports. Most kids are 
not college players and ‘they 
should be making the most of 
their high school experience,” 
Lyons says.

rience. 

“Playing 80 games for an AAU 
team makes them a better player, 
no question,” says Breton. “If we 
are to compete with the best 
teams in the league andthe state, 
you haveto have some kids play- 
ing AAU ball.” 

Still, Breton feels that the cur- 
rent AAU game is “out of 
control.” Fueled by the need for 
scholarships; athletes and their 
parents get sold on unrealistic

As a head coach at Tewks- 
bury High for six years, Nelson 
saw players burned out, unable 
to get up for league rivalry games 
after playing in big AAU tourna- 
ment games.

received from the water and 
sewer municipal billings are 
used for operating and improving 
the infrastructure and distribu- 
tion systems of the community's 
drinking water and sewer SYS 
tems.” 

Dever said that the improve- 
ments will be ongoing and it is 
something that both his office 
and the City Council are actively 
involved in. : 

“It is going to be an ongoing 
effort to improve the system and 
maintain the wells and give peo- 
ple the kind of water they 
deserve,” Dever said. “It is the 
top priority of the city to do that.” 

As a sign of the agreement 
between the two branches of gov- 
ernment to provide good, clean, 
safe drinking water Dever noted 
that he and Alderman William 
Mulrenan “..have become active 
in the Massachusetts Clean Water 
Council.” 

Dever explained that the 
Council is a public/private con- 
sortium of people interested in 
good water quality. 

One thing Dever wanted to 
make clear is that the money 
being spent on the Aberjona 
River Aquifer clean-up is sepa- 
rate from the over $70 million 
that was spent to clean up the 
industriplex site. That money is 
going into capping the hazardous 
wastes found in the north Woburn 
land and make it safe for the new 
construction. 

It includes the burial of sever- 
al piles of hides that were found 
in the area and a clean-up by the 
Monsanto Chemical Company of 
their site. 

Part of the growth will in-clude 
a new Target Department store 
and space for research compa- 
nies.

Use caulk and grout 
to seal tub and joints | 


Caulk is used to séal the joint where your bathtub meets 
the ceramic tile. Grout keeps water from working its way 
between the tiles. 

There’s a lot of expansion and contraction along the 
bathtub joint, and jit’s not easy to keep it watertight. The 
problem is worse when the joint is filled with the same grout 
used between tiles. Grout won’t flex; instead it cracks and 
admits water into the drywall or plaster behind the bathtub 
joint. 
; To repair a bathtub joint, it’s usually best to use a 100 
percent silicone adhesive caulk, which comes in tubes or 
cartridges and is available at any hardware store or home 
center. Look for ones called tub caulk, or tub and tile sealer. 
It stays flexible for years and resists cracking despite ex- 
pansion and contrattion. Most varieties are off-white to 
match standard tile it.

One way to check for wall 
insulation from the — indoor 
living area is to remove a 
switch plate on an exterior 
wall. Shine a flashlight around 
the switchbox to see if there is 
insulation present. Better yet, 
make a small hole in an ex- 
terior wall (in a closet or other 
hidden location) and measure 
the insulation. Then patch the 
hole. 

Adding insulation 
walls of an existing home is 
costly and difficult to do 
thoroughly.

Insulation on the foundation 
of the house, whether you have 
a basement, crawlspace or slab 
foundation, is often overlooked.
